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Jerusalem. Through comparative chronologies, festivals, traditions and appearances of 
Christ in the Temple, Prof. Barrois leads us to a new understanding of the history found in 
the Scriptures and so essential to the Christian peoples. This is, for us, an unique under- 
standing, for it is rare on the earth to find a religion of both faith and history. 

On the whole, | would recommend Jesus Christ and the Temple to any of our faithful 
who seek a better understanding of the historical development of faith in the Scriptures. 
Remember though, to approach this publication with a bit of foreknowledge, a Bible close at 
hand, and to give yourself time. Given these three, you will not be disappointed with the 


insights and knowledge that you will gain.
